The company had made an excessive 
charge against him for the brief use 
of a telephone, and he refused to pay 
it. He employed counsel, which con- 
ferred with the company's counsel_and 
•advised him to pay the bill. He did 
so paying |25 for about three months 
rental. 
If this .was • getting rights in 


the-courts, he said he thought he had 
poor counsel. 


Hisy remarks caused a sensation and

IMMENSE CONCRETE PIERS. 


Those of Cl.over Bar Bridge May Be 


Largest in the World. 


The concrete piers of the Clover 


Bar Bridge on the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic Hallway are said to be the largest 
of concrete piers in Canada, and per- 
haps in the world, Bays the Edmonton 
Bulletin. 
There are four of them. 


Two of which are 140'feet high and 
the others seven feet less in height. 
The bridge from the abutement to 
abatement is l.GBO feet in length. The 
piers extend forty feet below the sur- 
face of the water. 


The concrete work was undertaken 


in midwinter. 
This was one of the 


difficulties with which the construct- 
ing company had 
to contend. 
To 


work with concrete during cold weath- 
er it is necessary to use heat. 


Houses 
were 
constructed 
around 


the piers and these were heated with 
steam, which was conveyed by pipes 
from a plant on the river bank. After 
placing and packing the concrete in 
its niblds, it was also necessary that 
it should be kept heated for at least 
a day. and then allowed to, be set 
gradually.

MEETS KING 


Interview on Battleship In 


Harbor of Messina 


AMERICANS ARE THANKED 


Victor Emmanuel Appreciates Help 


Extended at the Time of the Earth- 
quake—Ex-President Replies That 
We Merely Tried to Do Our Duty— 
Pays a Visit to.Stricken City, the 
Desolation of Which Moves Him 
Messina, April 7.—Theodore Roose- 


velt and King Victor Emmanuel met 
on the Italian battleship Re Umberto 
in Messina harbor. 
The meeting was 


characterized by the utmost cordial- 
ity, and the king took the occasion 
to express the gratitude of himself 
and the Italian people for the; gener- 
ous assistance of the American people 
to the earthquake sufferers. 


KING OF ITALY. 


The Admiral arrived 
at 
Messina 


about 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon and 
was saluted by the Re Umberto, with 
the king on board, which reached here 
in the morning. 
Almost immediately 


Captain Pfister, the former Italian 
military attache at Washington and 
now aide to Admiral Mirabellb, was 
•taken, to the Admiral in a launch, and 
Inquired for. Roosevelt. 
To him. he 


said t&e king "sent his compliments, 
and Would have.great'pleasure In re- 
ceiving the former President .of the 
"United States. - 


Mr. Roosevelt's face lit up with a 


pleased- srnile, and,x accompanied by 
Kermit and Ambassador' Griscom, he 
proceeded at once to the Battleship. 
The king met the party at the head of- 
the gangway and he greeted the ex- 
president 
effusively, 
shaking1 him 


warmly by the hand. 
He did not 


wish, he said, to allow the opportun- 
ity to pass, of making the personal ac,- 
qualntance of so distinguished a man. 
Above' all, he wanted personally to 
thank the ex-president for the help 
extended by America at the time of 
the earthquake. "You are now able," 
he added, "to understand better what 
a terrible disaster it was." 


Mr. Roosevelt replied, thanking the 


sovereign for the compliment paid 
him In inviting him to come aboard^ 
the Re Umberta. 
He said that the 


American people did not wish thanks 
for what they had done, as they had 
merely tried to do their duty, and 
knew no better way 'to confront the 
Immense.need than by their work and 
contributions. 


The conversation then turned to the 


hunting trip to Africa, .the king say- 
ing that his tastes also ran in that 
direction. 
He mentioned the expe- 


dition of the Count of Turin lu Africa 
and, similarly with the Duke of Aosta, 
expressed, the hope that Roosevelt 
would meet the count there. 
After 


more than half an hour's conversation, 
the king accompanied his guest ashore, 
•where a photograph was made of a 
group consisting of the king, 
ex- 


president, Kermit and the American 
ambassador. 


Before leaving, the king saluted 


Mr: Roosevelt, wishing him a happy 
and successful trip and much good 
luck in the way of hunting. 


At the close of the interview Roose-. 


velt went ashore and inspected the 
ruins of the city, the desolation of 
v/hich moved him strongly. He then 
boarded the steamer Admiral, which,: 
Just at sunset, hoisted her. anchors 
and proceeded on her way to Mom- 
basa.

From a base in Trinidad he would 


have been free to plot against-tho ex- 
isting government in his own coun- 
try, so long as he refrained from com- 
mitting any overt act. 
Trinidad is 


next to Jamaica, the largest of- Eng- 
land's West India islands. It Is near 
enough to the Caribbean to be within 
the circle of the influences which af- 
fect life and politics in that quarter. 


Wherever he lands the sovereign 


power is likely to keep a sharp watch 
on Castro,'so that he cannot organ- 
ize any expeditions to Venezuela. But 
there is a limit to the vigilance which

Candler called Postoffiee Inspector

cided to trap the blackmailer. Cand- 
ler drew $35,000 in cash from thu 
bank of which he Is president, so as 
to guard against any possible betray- 
al ot his plans. 
Monday night he 


made up a package and placed It at 
the point designated, the real money 
in the meantime remaining at his resi- 
dence, guarded by detectives. 
Two 


detectives kept watch near where the 
fake package was put, but no one ap- 
peared during the night for the pack- 
age. 


On Tuesday Candler received a tele- 


phone message 
demanding that he 


place ¥10,000 at a secluded spot on 
Morelaud avenue, between Annabel 
street and Walker alley. Again a fake 
package was prepared and placed at 
the spot designated last night, and 
Johnson appeared out of the dark- 
ness, grabbed up the package and 
started to run, but he was in the grasp 
of two detectives before he was aware 
that lie had been observed. 


After a gruelling examination he 


made a confession, admitting having 
written the two letters. Tho first let- 
ter, dated April 1, warned Candler 
that if he failed to put the sum at the 
spot indicated "you alone shall meet 
death.

NAVY HAS BUT A SMALL SUPPLY 


OF TORPEDOES 
AND 
APPRO- 


PRIATION BILL CLAUSE CAUSES 


TROUBLE. 


Washington, April 7.—A serious sit- 


uation has come lo pass in the navy 
in the mailer of torpedoes. In 
con- 


sequence of legislation that crept into 
the past naval appropriation act 
it 


would at first sight appear that 
the 


Government has been cut off entirely 
from the opportunity to buy torped- 
oes. 
In view of the gravity of 
ihe 


situation, Secretary Meyer 
has 
ap- 


pointed Commander William B. Flet- 
cher of the Naval War College; Lieut. 
Commander Hutch I. Cone and Lieut. 
Commander Frederic 
N. 
Freeman, 


commanding the Preble, as a special 
board to consider the 
comparative 


merits and advantages oi the different 
types of torpedoes and to make 
a 


complete report on the subject to the 
secretary. The primary object of this 
board is to determine the efficiency 
of the 21-inch Bliss-Leavitt torpedo 
as compared with the. iS-iuch White- 
head and the SchwarzKopf, in respect 
of speed, range, accuracy, power and 
cost. The board will nave the widest 
latitude of authority in its work and 
will conduct tests to arrive at the 
conclusions sought by the Secretary. 
The most important matter asked ol 
the board is to decide whether the 
Cioverament may 
supply 
itself with 


torpedoes from auy other firm than 
the 
Bliss-Leavitt 
Company, 
and 


whether there would be advantage in 
buying torpedoes in any other coun- 
try. 
This, decision has become of 


importance because of the following 
clause in the 
current appropriation 


act. 
"For the purchase and manufac- 


ture 
of torpedoes 
and . appliances,

Scientific Device Worthy a Place -Irj 


Every Kitchen. 


Cooks are accustomed to cut Into a 


piece of meat when cooking,, to,, jjrod 
vegetables with a fori. and' io uae 
similar primitive methods of ascer- 
taining the stage to which the -roast- 
ing or boiling process has advanced. 
The first really scientific device to 
measure the temperature inside a 
piece ot cooking food has recently 
been invented in Copenhagen/'Den- 
mark. It is called a "thermo needle," 
and consists of a "thin metal tube, 
pointed at one end and containing a 
spring held in tension by,.an alloy 
melting at a specified temperature^ 
which is that desired for cooking. The 
melting of this alloy releases.;the 
spring and shoots up a pin as a .signal 
that the desired temperature'exists 
In the inte/ior of the food-into which 
the "needle" has been thrust. -As-the 
instrument is withdrawn, the pin Is 
pushed down and held while the fusi- 
ble alloy "sets," when the devise Is 
ready for use again.

How Needles arc- Made. 


It may surprise a good many to 


learn that no fewer than twenty-two 
separate processes are -required to 
make the tiny steel Instrument fa- 
miliar to everyone, but the fact gives 
one au idea of tho perfection to 
which 
Its manufacture has 
been 


brought. A needle is shown of the 
time of Queen Victoria's accession to 
In the factory, and a comparison or 
the one made to-day shows what 
strides tho Industry has made even 
In one reign, and what patience and 
Inventiveness have been brought to 
bear upon it. A thick, badly shaped 
shaft, white in color, with an Irregu- 
lar point, a head much larger .than 
the body of the object, arid a rough- 
ly-drilled circular eye; such was the 
needle with which the seamstress of 
lt>37 had tp sew. The modern needle 
is fins, with an evenly tapered point, 
a head no wider than the shaft, an 
eye perfectly smooth Inside and well 
shaped, and a polish like glass, so . 
that it slips easily through the ma- 
terial sewn. To understand to what 
a pitch of • perfection needle-making 
has been brought, one has only to 
examine the 
"calyx-eyed" needle, 


one of the latest developments of the 
article. As it Is threaded through a 
slit in the top of the head Instead of 
in the ordinary way, there must be 
sufficient 
elasticity 
to 
allow 
the 


thread to pass into the eye without 
being frayed or cut, and at the same 
time the sides of the head muat be 
capable of springing together again 
so as to prevent th» cotton from sllp- 
•ping out after the needle ia thread- 
ed. 
It is evident that to insure this 


elasticity the needle must be tem- 
pered with the greatest regularity; 
and extreme care has to be taken to 
make the sides of the slit perfectly 
smooth, so that the th'read will not 
be cut whilst passing through it.
